( PL Enblty fT raary) serves t0 a dmmarize the total funds andlanpower resource 
of the Reporting Entity for all of these years. Form 2812a (Entity DetBil 
basplay eoversa part or all of the detail which relates to a single fiscal 
year ; Note that less detail is required for FYs 1972-7!* than for FYs 1968-7; 
specifically, for FYs 1972-71* Section B of Form 28l2a need not be filled out. 
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(c) Depending on the variety of functions and the diversity of targets and 
missions of a particular Reporting Entity, one Or more of the Form 28l2a "will he 
required for each year. Page "01" (i.e., Form 2j8l2) applies for all years; the

4- FORM 2812 - TOD Entity Summa ry ( Part I. Tcfrtal Resources ) 

Part I, Column (l) - Fiscal Year 

These years are the same as those called If or by BoB and DoD for the FY 1971 
Program/Budget review cycle which will be taking place in calendar year 1969- 

Dollars in Thousands . For TOD reporting I purposes , dollars should be shown 
in thousands (e.g., show $21,756,735 as $21,757). This means that the funds re- 
ported should be rounded off with the last three digits dropped. DO NOT REPORT 
FUNDS BY USING DECIMALS. This applies to all chses where funds are reported. 

Part I, Column (2) - R&D $ 

This column is for financial detail of the kind reportable under the "R&D" 
heading on DD Form 1570 (Program Change Request J Cost Detail). This includes 
research, development, test and evaluation which leads toward the production of a 
system, technique or device which aids and supports Intelligence activities. 

Part I , Column (3) - Investment $ : (A) C on t ruction , (B) Procurement 

These costs are defined in DoD Instruction 7040.5 S dated 1 September 1966. 
These are the costs for activities of the kinds ; which are reportable under the . 
Investment Procurement and Investment Construction headings on DD Form 1570 
(Program Change Request, Cost Detail). 

Part I, Column (4) - Expenses $ 

These costs are defined in DoD Instruction 7040.5 dated 1 September 1966. 
These are the costs for activities of kinds whibh are reportable under the 
"Operations" heading on DD Form 1570 (Program Change Request, Cost Detail). 

Part I, Column (5) - TOA $ (Total Obligatiopal Authority) 

TOA is the total resources available to the Reporting Entity programmed 
for use during the cited fiscal year. TOA includes not only newly -appropriated 
funds but also funds appropriated in or otherwise available from prior periods 
and programmed for use during the fiscal year b£ing reported on. The TOA for the 
Reporting Entity is to be obtained from a program or budget document which will 
be specified to the Reporting Entity by the TOD! liaison representative. (in this 
connection, note the instruction below relative to Form 2812, Part II, which 
requires that these source documents be specifically identified.) 

Cost Categories: CIA . Reporting Entities within CIA will provide infor- 
mation approximately comparable to the foregoing DoD Cost Categories. This can 
be accomplished by aggregating Sub-Object Classes under the foregoing headings. 

Part I, Column (6) - Manpower (in Man Years) 

"Man Years" has the same meaning as when used in DD Form 1570 (Program 
Change Request, Manpower Detail). Increases or! decreases in manpower authori- 
zations will normally reflect a fifty percent utilization of the difference 
between end-year authorizations in two consecutive years. DO NOT REPORT PARTIAL 
MAN YEARS (i.e., DO NOT USE DECIMALS).

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(3) Manni ng Charting & Geodesy . Unless a Reporting Entity is specifi- 
cally advised to the contrary, MC&G relates; only to those activities and units 
contained in the CIP Program Element hearing this same title. Under this mile, 
no Reporting Entities in the CIAP or CCP will report under this functional 
definition. 

(4) Co unterintelligence . Relates to those forms of U.S. intelligence 
activity and their resultant product which are devoted to destroying the effec- 
tiveness of inimical foreign intelligence activities and which are undertaken 

to protect against sabotage, espionage and subversion. For TOD purposes, counter- 
intelligence does not include Investigative Activities; these are covered in 
Multi-Program Support /investigative Activities. 

(5) Multi - Program Support . Relates to those activities which are 
undertaken in support of more than one of the four above functional categories.

(l) Collection, Processing and Production are sub -categories of the 
primary functional categories in the case of Agency and Departmental, Command, 
and Mapping Charting & Geodesy. 

(a) Collection . This sub-category includes all those activities 
which are designated to acquire raw information and bring it under U.S. control. 
(CIP units and activities which are part of the MC&G Program Element include . 
under "Collection’ 1 their activities entitled "Surveys and Data Procurement in 
accordance with the 19&9 CIP Administrative Instructions.) 

(b) Processing . For the primary functional categories of Agency 
and Departmental and Command, the Processing sub-category includes only those

are engaged in reducing raw collected information to a form suitable for analyti- 
cal exploitation in the Production sub-category. (CIP units and activities which 
are part of the MC&G Program Element include under "Processing" their activities 
entitled "Data Reduction, Source Evaluation and Libraries" in accordance with the 
1969 CIP Administrative Instructions. 

To make possible TOD analysis of certain types of resource 
allocations, the TOD focus on Processing is related to the above-named technical 
sensors; therefore, for TOD purposes Processing does not include the activities of 
the types listed below, which in a non-TOD context are frequently considered to 
relate to Information Processing: 

(i) General information storage and retrieval in 
support of the Collection, Processing or Production functions. 

(ii) Technical analysis and evaluation of data to determine 
weapons characteristics, weapon system program costs, or 
program timing. 

(iii) Libraries* 

(iv) H uman source (HUM1NT) reports preparation and dissemi- 
nation.

(c) Production. This sub-category includes all activities designed. to 
convert processed information into intelligence data through evaluation anti anal- 
ysis, and the collation, correlation and synthesis of such data into finished in- 
telligence and its presentation to users. (CIP units and activities which are 
part of the MC&G Program Element include under "Production" their activities 
entitled "Production and Distribution" in accordance with I969 CIP Administrative 
Instructions . ) 

(2) The Collection, Processing and Production sub- categories in tlie Agency 
and Departmental and the Command functions are further subdivided into (i ; itera- 
tions, (ii) R&D, and (iii) Support. These are defined as follows: 

( a ) Operations . Includes all direct activities of the Retort: no 
Entity and the resources associated with each of the Collection, Processing and 
Production sub- functions . 

(b) P&D . Includes all R&D activities of the Reporting Entity aid tne 
resources associated with each of the Collection, Processing and Production sub- 
functions . 


(c) Support . Includes all activities and their resources of the Re- 
porting Entity which are not directly collecting, processing or producing. >ut 
which are undertaken in support of one or another of the foregoing specif: c sub- 
functions. General Suppor t is support activity in furtherance of more: than :*r e 
of the sub-functions of Collection, Processing and Production. (CIP units and 
activities which are part of the MC&G Program Element include under "Genera!,. 
Support" their activities entitled "Services" and "Operation and Maintenance of 
Facilities" in accordance with 1969 CIP Administrative Instructions.) 

(e) Multi-Program Support Sub-category Definitions : 

(1) Management and Control Activities . This subdivision induces -those 
organizational components whose principal function is to give executive dire:-- 
tion, exercise general management, or otherwise provide guidance and conti c. tor 
the conduct of substantive intelligence activities. In general, this subdivision 
includes only managerial- type resources at higher headquarters. Since this is a 
subdivision of Multi-Program Support, the kind of management activity to t e re- 
ported herein is only that which deals with more than one of the functional 
categories listed above in paragraph 0 (b)( 3 ); in the case where the management 
activity relates to only one of those functional categories, it would be shewn 
under that particular category as "General Support" if it is appropriate to 
identify this separately. 

( 2 ) Communications Operations . This subdivision includes -Drincinall, the: 
resources of the DSSCS (SPIUTCOMM/CRITICOMM)and Command & Control (OPSCOMR;) systems 
in the Department of Defense, and the resources of the worldwide communication 
system maintained and operated by the CIA for the use of CIA and the Department 

of State. 

( 3 ) Communications R&D . This subdivision includes only the R&D resoreer 
for the support of the communications operations specified in the immediate! 
preceding paragraph. 

( 4 ) Training . This subdivision includes the formally planned, recurring 
training activities of the CIA, the Defense Intelligence School, and comparfblv 
training activities which are of a size to warrant separate identification. Tn 
other words, this subdivision is intended to identify units and activities whiefc 
are in the business of providing training as their major operating mission. In- 
cidental, informal, or ad hoc training conducted as a subsidiary effort by In- 
dividual units and activities is generally not to be reported hereunder. 

( 9 ) Information Data Handling . This subdivision includes ADP facilities 
and equipment utilized for administrative functions (e.g., turning out pay "ills, 
handling personnel records, logistic support records, and other administrative 
tasks where multi-program management is being conducted. ADP support for sub- 
stantive intelligence activities Is not included in this subdivision. 
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(6) Investigative Activities . This subdivision includes activities 
concerned with personnel security investigations conducted as a prerequisite 
to employment with the U.S. Government and for access to classified material; 
criminal investigations; and other administrative -type investigations gene- 
rally similar to the foregoing. Investigations which are oriented to support 
Counterintelligence operations should generally be related to that category 
and are not to be included under this heading; of Investigative Activities. 

(7) Personnel . The administrative support rendered as their opera- 
ting mission bv major personnel organizations is to be reported under this 
subdivision: e.g., CIA’s Office of Personnel. Personnel administration func- 
tions within field operating units are not likely to be involved in Multi - 
Program Support, and accordingly would not be reported under this heading. 

(8) Residual R&D . This subdivision is available to account for R&D 
activities which cannot be accounted for more specifically in relation to 
Intelligence functions or sensors. It amounts to R&D not elsewhere clas- 
sified (n.e.c.). 

(f) Sensors . 

(1) Sensors may be thought of as methods or techniques of collection 
and/or processing. As in the case of the Functions ( see above ) , the TOD Com- 
mittee has studied the reports of the individual Reporting Entities made in 
TOD Phase I, and on the basis thereof has pre -designated on Form 28l2a the 
sensor categories and subcategories associated with each Reporting Entity. 
Changes may not be made with respect to these sensor pre -designations except 
with prior approval of the TOD Committee. However, new sensors may be added 
without prior approval. 

(2) Sensor Definitions . The sensor (or methods) categories distribute 
Collection and Processing resources for the Agency and Departmental and for 
the Command functions into nine sub -categories ((a) through (i) below). An 
additional sub-category relates to MC&G sensors ((j) below). 

(a) Humint. This includes Collection and Processing activities in 
connection with information and material of all forms where human beings serve 
as sources and collectors. 

1. Overt. This subdivision of Humint includes Collection and 
Processing activities where the collection of information and/or material is 
conducted in such a manner that it may be attributed to or acknowledged by 
the sponsoring government or agency. 

2. Clandestine . This subdivision of Humint includes Collection 
and Processing of information and/or material where the collection activity is 
characterized by espionage or illicit activities. These activities are planned 
and executed under the sponsorship of a governmental department or agency in 
such a way as to assure secrecy or concealment, and to permit plausible denial 
by the sponsor in the event the activity is compromised. 

(b) Imag e ry ♦ This includes Collection and Processing activities 
where the information and/or material consists of any or all products of 
reconnaissance which provide a permanent record of the likeness of any natural 
or man-made features, objects, and activities, reproduced on photographic 
material. Such imagery can be acquired through the sensing of the visual or

Strategic Defensive Forces . These consist of strategic air defense, bal- 
listic missile defense, anti- satellite defense, and civil defense. 

General Purpose Forces /Ground . These include tactical missiles and rorkets 
as well as ground forces not specifically falling within the Strategic Fore* s 
headings or not more appropriately classified as Logistic Forces. 

General Purpose Forces/Naval . These include general purpose submarine: , 
surface forces, naval aviation, coastal defenses employing missiles, the sealift 
and amphibious assault capability, and other naval forces not specifically ailing 
within the Strategic Forces headings or not more appropriately classified a 
Logistic Forces. 

General Purpose Forces/Air . These include theatre air defense, tactical 
aviation, the airlift capability, and other air forces not specifically falling 
within the Strategic Forces headings or not more appropriately classified a... 
Logistic Forces. 

Logistic Forces . Includes logistic forces not specifically related to "die 
Strategic Forces or to the General Purpose Forces. 

Military Special Weapons . These include biological, chemical and nuclear 
weapons and related defenses as well as any related research and development , 

Military Command & Control . This has reference only to the highest ecielan 
of command. Secondary and other subordinate echelons are to be related to "he 
forces which they direct or operate. 


Military Space Programs . All space activity is to be accounted ior un er 
this heading, since it is assumed for the purpose of this report that all space 
programs in the USSR and Communist China are military rather than civilian. 

(e) Part III, Section B - Mission (Column 4). The Mission category' is new 
to TOD, and is a further attempt to relate intelligence resources more closely 
to their "purpose" or "use". In TOD Phase II, wherever possible, the TOD t m~ 
mittee has pre-designated the Missions for each Reporting Entity. These have 
been arrived at after review of the submissions made in TOD Phase I and it con- 
sideration of other information. Changes in the pre-designated statements c: 
missions may be made by individual entities without prior consultation with the 
TOD Committee; however, the selection of mission should be made in consultation 
with the TOD liaison representatives.
